Thousands of Flood Sufferers in 


the South Without Homes 


or Food. 


GOYERHMEHT 
OFFICER'S 
REPORT. 


Reccommends Furnishing the Simplest 


Food Such as Corn Meal and 


Side Meat—Live Stock * 


Needs Forage. 


Washington, April 13.—The first of the 


detailed reports from tbe Inspecting offi- 
cers name to Secretary Alger yesterday 
afternoon from Lieutenant Whitney, as 
follows: 


"Memphis, Terin., April 12.—As a re- 


sult cf personal Inspection of part of tbe 
Memphis-Cairo district north of Ashport, 
Term., ninety miles by river, I found 
eighteen crevasses in the levees, varying 
n width from 60 to 1000 feet and widen- 
ing some. Tbe Increased damage of le- 
vees will be considerably unless tbe ends 
of breaks are heavily capped. No fresh 
crevasses are anticipated now. Tbe fiood 
Is completely over. In the United States 
levee at Asbport and south for fifteen 
miles, except in a fow of tbe highest 
places, there are three crevasses. Tbe top 
is being badly damaged on account of 
•lougbing. I have reported latest details 
as to location, extent and condition to tbe 
engineer officer In charge of this district. 
Water at tbe maximum was 1 to 4 feet 
higher on the guage than ever known be- 
fore. It baa been falling 10 to 13 Inches 
every twenty-four hours, and ia now 
about on a stand, but still higher than 
any previous flood. Tbe maximum ap- 
proximate length and breadth and area of 
the inundated district are- reported in my 
previous telegram. In addition there Is a 
stretch about forty-five square miles in 
Tennessee, nine miles long and five milos 
wide on an average. 


"I found about 3000 refugees (nineteen- 


twonticths colored); 1600 more hare been 
brought to Memphis. Most all have some 
sort of a shelter, but are suffering for 
want of necessities. Judging fiom relia- 
ble reports tbls number represents barely 
one-quarter of those needing immediate 
assistance In this portion of the district. 
Stock Is suffering terribly: onn-tbird to 
one-half of tbe cattle are drowned and tbe 
remainder will die unless forage Is sup- 
plied from outside. Tbe ready resources 
of the district are exhausted. 


"Ins condition In Mississippi county, 


Tennessee, is representative; nine-tenths 
'if its 805 square miles is covered with wa- 
ter 3 to 7 feet deep. About in per cent of 
this was under cultivation. Many cabins 
ara washed away or torn up. 
Those 


standing are filled with people and res- 
cued stock, on raised floors and on rafts, 


t of 150,000 population 6000 are de- 


pendent and needing. Four lives are re- 
ported lost by drowning. 


Thocopdltkms In Crittendun county are 


even worse and the suffering is rapidly In- 
creasing, due to prolonged blgb water. 
Moat of the refugees are collected on high 
ground and at pointa on levees. I have 
noted their location and approximate 
lumber. They can 
be reached 
from 


Memphis by a relief boat, which should 
leave supplies for five days at a time at 
certain relief stations, each in charge of 
one responsible resident 
Would recom- 


mend that an officer distribute rations and 
take receipt from tbe person in charge of 
ibe station. Those back from tbe river 
can be reached by small boats from these 
stations. Sufferers in my section can and 
abould be relieved where they are. Tbls 
will prevent serious demoralization of la- 
bor later. Would recommend furnishing 
simplest food supplies, corn iLeal and side 
meat, and that every ration be acocmpa- 
niad | by forage for two bead ot stock. I 
start soon at possible for tbe northern sec- 
tion."

When it was first 
proposed to authorize tbe officers to buy 
forage for tbe animals, it was held that 
the act of congress would not permit that 
to be done, and the officials were about to 
ask congress to amend the original joint 
resolution, when tbe treasury authorities 
decided that toe resolution itself contained 
the necessary authorization. Tbis was 
fortunate, for Captain Davis at Memphis 
Saturday night telegraphed that It seemed 
absolutely necessary to purchase forage 
tbe stock in addition to food, and tbe per- 
mission to do ao was at once given blm.

Chicago, April 13.—The disappearance 


of 1400,000 endowment bonds of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois has caused a general 
scanning of the securities held by tbe 
banks of this city. It has been discovered 
that the First National bank bolds nearly 
(200,000 bonds for the endowment fund 
of tbe university of which President 
Spaldlng of tbe insolvent Globe Savings 
bank as treasurer of the university, was 
tbe custodian.

A NepBlMe Trlfcttte Million In Pektn* 


—Prntmt* for the Emperor. 


The reception in th» Chinese capita 


of the decennial tribute mission from 
Nepal to the esuperor of China, is de- 
ecribed in the latest paper from the far 
east. The mission consists of 32 mem 
bers, with a following of o\er 20 Nepa 
lese traders, who seem to have taken 
their wares to Peking for sale. The 
whole arrived about the middle of Sep- 
tember, bearing presents of elephants 
tusks, gold dust, woolens and brocadec 
cloths, ae well as a letter from the king 
of the Gurkhas, as the ruler of Xepa 
in officially styled in China. 
There 


were two envoys, one of whom died in 
Peking, and was cremated with GUI 
kha rites. Special officials from the 
Mongolian, Buperintendency took tlit 
visitors about to the sights of the cap 
Jtal. The return presents from tii< 
emperor were placed in the Southern 
Lake palace, outside the west g-.ite of 
Peking, and the occasion of the visit to 
this place to receive them was one ol 
great ceremony.

COST OF A TRAIN.

How many people who travel in trail:* 


ever think of the cobt of running them'. 
It will probably surprise most people 
who have traveled from London to Edin- 
burgh to know that every mile of Hit 
journey costs the company over a half 
crown. The COM. of the whole journej 
from the English to the Scotch capital 
is £50. 


The average cost otrunninga train in 


England is 2«. 7d. per mile, so that the 
fare being reckoned at Id. ptii- mile, a 
train with less than thirty-one passen- 
gers for each mile is run at a loss. There 
,-re few trains, however, that do not' 
carry more than this number of passen- 
gers and many of them carry thejlum- 
ber doubled mauy times over,; It is 
necessary frequently to run trains that 
do not pay—usually in thinly inliabited 
country districts—but for e\ery train 
run at a loss probably 190 are run at an 
enormous profit. 


Take, for instancjr, the journey from 


London to Edinburgh, which costs the 
company £ 50. The average number oi 
"through" j>aasengers in these trains i& 
probably (iO, in whion case the total 
fares would be £100-—a clear gain ol 
nearly £50. When it is remembered 
that these trains run several timesaday 
and every day in the ,\ea.r it will be un- 
derstood what an enormous revenue

The first real fishing- to be had in the 


northern states is for brook trout; 
ihen in turn comes the lake- trout, toss 
and salmon. Promptly upon the de- 
parture of the snow and ice the trout, 
ever greedy, are ready to be caught, and 
the laws in most stales wisely make the 
open season begin in April. 


At this time the streams are high 


and often overflowed, the melting snow 
making- the water cold and roily, and 
the fish sure scattered, difficult to catch, 
and somewhat logy when caught. Yet 
the season is none too early. The fish, 
having been protected for seven mouths, 
are usually in fine condition. As the 
open season for trout does not close un- 
til August 31. time enough is given to 
hit the vacation of almost everj one. 


Both fortunate and unfortunate is it 


that ^er\ few open waters containing 
tiout now remain within ea=y reach of 
the cities—fortunate for those who 
have loosed and preserved waters, un- 
fortunate for those who have not. Yet 
it is ceitain that if so much water were 
not under protection, trout and trout 
fishing- would long since have become 
things of the past, except in remote 
parts of the wilderness. 
A few years 


ago far-seeing fishermen begun to note 
that the trout were rapidly disappear- 
ing; that to insure future fishing 
streams must be stocked and protected. 
Clubs were formed, good waters were 


likely. Do not expect the fish always to 
bite at once; «s a rule they do, bnt 
sometime* they do not. 


The average trout brook hs» a good 


stiff current, therefore the best plan is 
to weight the line. Three unMll split 
shot securely fastened to the entll is 
the best method. Then, when the bait 
is dropped carefully in the water and 
allowed to sink just ahead of an ob- 
struction, the current carries it under 
to the lair of the fish. If the tront is 
there he will, in most cases, take it 
quickly and viciously; #ou miut then 
avoid a common fault. 
Do not j"rk 


jour line with sufficient strength to 
throw the hook into the surroumlii % 
trees. It is difficult to gather a fish 
from overhanging branches—if indeed 
the force used does not tear the hook 
from its rcouth. If you have missed, 
the hook is caught in a tree or per- 
haps in a Ing under water. 
In the 


hitter event, if a strong steady pull 
will not release it, pull harder and 
break it. Any attempt to free it by 
jerks or jabh with the pole will scare 
eversy Ssh for rods nround. Always go 
prepared with plenty of hooks for such 
contingencies. Wait a moment and try- 
again, and you will probably get the 
game. 


The secret of striking a fish, especial- 


ly a trout which bites quickly, whether 
in brook, river or lake, is to give a 
sharp upturn of the wrist. This will 
move the rod or bait only two or three 
inches, and v.-ill not jerk it from the 
water. If you miss, the fish will follow 
the few inches, not being- frightened, 
and in the majority of cases will be 
hooked at once. The quick jerking of 
the bait from the water almost invari- 
ably scares a trout—result, a dark 
streak disappearing down the stream. 


The possibility of always catching 


trout in preserved streams depends

The \\ater has not become snfliciently 
clear for that lure to be s,"en by the 
fish, nor ilo I belieie it to be tempting 
t'.iiis early. Then, 1oo, tbe great ma- 
jority of trout streams and brooks are 
narrow, winding through meadows 
and \\ood.s more or lesrs overhung w ith 
j?-ra<t. bushes or underbills!], present- 
ing few ]»laces sufficientl\ elear fon- 
cither casting or drifting a fly. The 
greatest measure of success is obtained 
with the angle worm. A good bait 


upon seieral points, all of equal im- 
portance. First, additional stocking 
must be done every year, and' with 
great care. Do uot purchase small fry 
from the hatchery, but secure joung 
fish, yearlings or larger. Few of the 
small fry ever attain maturitj, as they 
form dainty morsels for their larger 
brethren, but a very large percentage 
of the yearlings live to grow to 
catchable size. If fry only can. be se- 
cured, thej- should be planted at the 
very sources of the brook; in the little 
rills they are comparatively safe. Even 
larger fish should be placed in verj 
shallow w ater. Ten thousand or 20,00( 
fish, or even more, should be plantet 
every [season. 


The very best method of preserving- 


v oung trout fry, and one I can recom 
mend from the success attending its 
use in several private preserves, I wil 
describe. Select a low spot near the 
stream where it has a few rods of rapic

venient rod. If much of the fishing-is 
through woods or underbrush, a steel 
bait rod -with line running through "the 
center is beyond question just the 
thing. It. prevents the constant catch- 
ing of the line, and the possibility of 
breaking that or the hooks, and, what 
is more, it preserves the fisherman's 
Temper and equanimity, both of which 
musb remain intact to secure success 
and particularly enjoyment. 


A long pole is absolutely necessary, 


as w ill appear. Snell hooks from No. 5 
to Xo. 8, according to the size of fish to 
be taken, and an "E" silk line, with a 
good click or automatic reel, comprise 
the proper tackle. 
Fish basket, bait 


liox and1 high rubber boots must not 
be overlooked. 


The trout are wily, never found in 


shallow or open water, but. in deep 
pools under overhanging banks, or un- 
der bushes or logs lodged across the 
stream, anil the angler must know- 
how and where to drop the bait suc- 
cessfully to tempt and capture the fish. 
Here is v>heie patience, skill and ex- 
perience come into play. Were a novice 
to fish the brook, he would quickly 
claim there were no &sh in it, and yet 
he would have passed many, hidden 
from view, frequently frightened by 
his shadow, dashing up or down the 
stream with lightning rapidity. Unless 
startled the trout moves but little dur- 
ing the day, but liea hidden, watching 
for food floating with the current. The 
brighter the day, the more quiet and 
sly the fish. It is for this reason that 
cloudy or rainy days afford the most 
successful fishing. And yet immediate- 
ly after a heavy rain is absolutely Ihe 
wrong time to expect success, because 
of the temporary rise of the stream. 
Always let two or three days elapse, 
and then the conditions will be perfect. 


and about two feet deep. Dig a smal 
channel to connect thi« with the streau 
above, a-nd a second one from the pout 
to the stream below as an 
outlet 


Screens must be used to prevent large 
trout from entering or the fry from e« 
caping. Late in the fall or early in 
following spring they cam be release* 
into the stream, being- nearly large 
enough to be caught. Another lot o 
fry can then be reared. This meth6< 
insures the safety of the entire stock 
and will make an ideal preserve of a 
stream that had been barren of fish. 


The other points to keep in view are. 


First, prevent poaching by day am 
night, and, secondly, throw beck aJ 
fish under the legal length—six inches 


i>o not question the expense of pro- 


viding necessary guardians for a pre 
serve, as poaching is the worst enemj 
to combat. Poachers usually live nea: 
the stream where they cam fish con 
statitly day and night. Being-on ham 
when the fish are biting best, they fair 
ly strip the waters. Constant watch 
ing by good men is the only thing tha 
will prevent this trouble. As to taking 
fish under legal length, fishing clul 
members are. sportsmen, BO that 
mention of this point is ell that is nee 
essary.

It obviates 
the necessity Of approaching too close- 
ly, and it brings all the parts of the 
stream within reach. Great care must 
be exercised in moving the rod over the 
water; a quick motion means n quick 
moving shadow, which must be avoided. 


Every little obstruction in the stream 


under which the current .has washed 
out the «and and gravel, may harbor a 
trout. It is by faithfully fishing every 
possible nook, instead of trying only the 
obvious pools, that everyone finds 
that one wins success. Drift the bait 
along under a bank overhung 
rrfth
